It is particularly attracted by 
the human body, into which it dives 
suddenly and with great force, pro­ 
ducing a shock somewhat akin to a j 
powerful electric discharge. 
In the case of both types a serious J 
surgical operation is involved; but in I 
the case of the Beni variety the more J 
the fish or the victim wriggles the far­ 
ther the fish penetrates 
and it can­ 
not get back. 
It frequently causes 
death, for a surgeon is a rara avis in 
these wilds. 
I saw two cut out of a woman in 
Riveralta, South America, where vic­ 
tims are common. 
The fish 
is 
a 
bloodsucker, and can be easily caught 
with a lump of raw meat, into which 
it dives in a much similar way—the 
proboscis being probably 
its 
usual 
means of securing blood.
